The petition says that in July 1907,
thirty Mexicans were brought to Ari-
zona by the agent for the DuQuesene
Mining Company. After working six
days all were imprisoned by the im-
migration officials presumably  for
vilation of contract labor law, - They
were given a hearing on September
4 and were deported except the five
who were held ostensibly a8 witness
in a suit to be brought against the
du Quesene Mining Company.

It is alleged that they never have
been called upon to testify in any
case. It is said that no compensa-
tion has been given or offered and
that no communication has been al-
lowed, and, hardships have heen
worked on the families of the men
in Mexico.

“It always has Been my belief” he
said, “that the public is entitled to
know everything concerning the navy
that is consistent with its welfare.
There are, of course, many matters
of a technical pature which must be
kept secret from foreign powers but
these are wsually of a kind in which
the country wound not be interested
particularly apyway.

“It in the peoples’ navy. This is
the people’s fleet. There is no rea-
son that T know of why we should
conceal from them what we are do-
ing so long s essential military see-
rets are kept inviolate I think it
will be better for the people of the
U. S, and better for the navy if they
knew each other more intimately.
